Because of the prooflike surface, 
there are several marks visible on the obverse. 

447 1878-S MS 65 NGC. A shimmering white example, virtually free of 
abrasions on the devices and choice overall for the grade. 

448 1878-S MS 65 ANACS. Frosty and sharp with a hint of golden color. 
A few contact marks on the obverse limit the grade.

Rather lightly toned on the obverse but 
much deeper in hue on the reverse. Evenly worn over the highpoints 
of the design elements. 

605 1896 MS 65 PCGS. Pure-white with serious flash. The marks are 
few, and small, and the strike is nice. 

606 1896 MS 65 PCGS, white and nicely sfruck; and an 1898 MS 65 
NGC, white and fully struck. (Total: 2 coins) 

607 1896 MS 66 PCGS. Outstanding rainbow toning with shades of rus¬ 
set, silver-gray, golden-brown, lavender, and steel-blue and a needle- 
sharp strike. The overall appearance is truly spectacular. 

608 1896 MS 64 Prooflike ANACS, borderline Deep Mirror with fewer 
marks than normal for the grade; and an 1897 MS 63 Prooflike 
ANACS, a dab of light golden-brown toning with a few marks on 
the obverse.
